The proposition to connect England and 
"The population ^of^tho^ farthest East j j» rance by what has been facetiously 

tormed a " back-stair to the continent" 
— a tunnel under tho Channel — has been 
pronounced practicable by eminent en- 
gineers ; and we lenrn that tbe Chair- 
man of the Tunnel Committee, Lord 
Richard Grosveuor, and Mr. Thomas 
Brnssey, jr., together w th tbe engineers 
of the scheme, havo reeent'y bad an in- 
terview wiih the Emperor Napoleon in 
relation to it.

It is said tbat the experiment 
is now being prosecuted with complete 
success bolween somo Leicestershire 
sione quarries and a railway station 
three miles distant. Without stopping 
lo describo tbe aerial railway, wo turn 
lo tho Hill higher flight of soionco. Tho 
" Avitor" is the name of a dying ma- 
chine recently invented by a Mr Mar- 
riott, and now on exhibition at San 
Francisco. It is desciibed as a sun- 
fi (- b shaped, likewise very fish-like co- 
lored thing (how suggestive of tho sub- 
marine perigrinalions of the truant 
Prophet), about the size of a fifty-ton 
schooner, with a 45-pound alcohol lump 
s'eam engine, secreted from sight, driv., 
ing- t^o windmill or propeller lans, one 
on each side.

Bwartns by hundreds of millions, and 
presses continually on the extreme 
limits of subsistence F; r unknown 
centuries the great dike* ot Oriental 
law and custom havo stood high and 
itrong, retaining that unknown flood of 
humanity within nutivo bounds.

If, then, the proletariat — tho organiza- 
tion of ignorance aud vice to obtain 
political control — is de-tructive both to 
the purity nnd significance of the bal- 
lot; if universal suffrugo inevitably 
tends, with an advancing civilization, 
to bring about such a wrong combina* 
tion, then no one who belieyes in a 
social science as uj plied to llii-TJiudy of 
permanence in ireo institutions can 
place any faith in that form cf suffrage. " 
Dees not Mr. Adams take too gloomy a 
view ? It is true that tho-e people "ill 
come to us with birangc habits, a strange 
language and a still stranger religion ; 
but nmy they not in all tliese respect" be- 
come assimilated to us ? It would be 
paying ti pi or compliment to the Anglo- 
Sukoii race at d to the Chrisiiaii religion 
to thiu k otherwise.

Akrial Navigation. — 'Ilia success of 
Marriou'a aerial maohiae at Sua Fraocisco, 
has set the world thinking over the unresolv- 
ed problem of aerial navi«ution. Marriott 
(who, by the way, is a whilom Viotoiian ) is 
now engaged in the construction of another 
and larger machine intended to carry four per- 
sona, wiih which ho hopes to croaj tho (Jon- 
tinent in a few hoars. A Mr Redfield, of New 
York City, has applied lor and obtained a 
patent from the United States Government, 
for a machine wbiohi if practicable, will ore* 
ate a greater revolulion fhan any machine 
previously conceived. Mr Itedfield's study 
for years has been, ' to ascertain what combi- 
nation should ba mudo to enable him, when 
at a givan distucce from the eurth to apply a 
negative to t-he battery that would equal the 
attraction of the earth, and thos reBt midwuy 
in the heavens.

tbem, whan they will put on the positive 
battery and tlesoend lo the earth, the arrange, 
meats being such that tbey can guide it and 
land sooner or later as the point io be reach- 
ed may demand. They aoiiotpate that one 
boar will be required to uet into t» suitable 
position io cui oil and wuit tho revolution ol 
iibe earth, four hours to lake them ovur lo 
the Spanish city of Lisbon, nutl about tureo 
Jo.oo.rs to descend acd s leet their poiui und 
make the landing-, now proposo: to be Ma- 
drid. The time of landing is ol couiso a little 
luooertaiu, Bnd can only ba promptly dene al- 
ter Booie little practice ; but ilr KedBeld has 
no doubt tbiu within tbo year he will carry 
messjgea from Washington to 5c Petersburg 
do six hours. 

Thb Game Ordinance.— We give below 
iha Game Preservation Ordinanoa, passed at 
the last session of the Council. Anyone may 
kill, or have in bis possession, any or all ol 
<be animals enumerated ; be id only prevented 
from selling or bartering game, between the 
first day of March and tba twentieth day ol 
August : 

From and after tho passage of this Ordin- 
ance, it shall he utilnwlul lor any petson to 
be in possession cl any grouse, piairie-fowl, 
qaail or partridge, for the purpose of sale or 
barter, between the firot day of March and 
the twentieth duy of August, io any year; 
or of any dead deer or elk, btfcweoa the first 
ol February ond twentieth August io any 
year ; or to collect or destroy the eggs of any 
grouse, quail, prairie-lotvl, or partridge. 
Provided always that the possession of uoy 
deer, elk, grouse, prairie-lowl, quail, or 
partridge, by any person or peraons, between 
tho limes aforesiid, shall be prima facu 
evidence of an iotemion to sell, or barter, ot 
oder the same for sale or buitar ; but nothing 
herein contained shall be constru* d lo prevent 
bona fide settlors in Country Districts from 
killing or gelling such f^awo uny season 
for thoir own consumption merely , 

Every infraction or evasion of this Or- 
dinance shall be punishable upon conviction 
in asiiramnry manner, before any Magistrate 
in British Loluiubii, by o fine not exceeding 
fifty dollara for eauh separate olr'er.ca, to be 
levied by digress, or iu delault of payment 
by imprisonment for any term not exceed- 
ing three months, at the discretion ol the 
Magistrate convicting.

Heed 
was discharged with a caution, and Jackson, 
who said ha oarno over to lake ship fo r 
Europe, was fined j£5, and in dofuult of pay- 
ment, ordered to be imprisoned for two 
months.

British Colonist '.— Sir :— In 
your paper of the 7th instant, you quoto 
'from an article in tho Pall Ma'l Gazelle, 
hcying reference to ce;tiin human remains 
recently discovered at Dordognc, in Prance, 
described as 't gigantic, 1 ' ond as resembling 
those cf the gorilla in form, I havo not 
seen lbs article in question, and cannot, 
therefore, verify the accuracy of your quota- 
lion ; but it so happens that for some time 
past 1 have been in correspondence with the 
editors, of whom M. Lartet, of Paris>, is one, 
of a work treating specially of tho lato dis- 
coveries in Dnrdogoe, nmong which the re- 
mains alluded lo are included, The pjrts, 
as pqbliebod, have been regularly forwarded 
to mo ; the last ieatip reaching to May of the 
present year. There is notling in the repoit 
of Monsieur Lartet to justify the assertion ap- 
parently madfl by the writer io (he Pall Mull 
Gazelle, On tha contrary, a careful exami- 
nation by several eminent anatomist!— 
varying as tboir conclu-ions do in boido mat- 
ters of detail— proves that the remains in 
question do not materially differ from corre- 
sponding parts of the human frame as now 
existing. 

Tbe correction of this mistalomant will 
not, I tiust, bo regarded ns trivial or uncalled 
for. It is upon inconsiderate assertions 
Buch as this that one-half of the sceptical 
philosophy of the present day is founded ; 
and thus that, uncorrected at llio ont<ei, 
grave errors aro porpetuuted. I may remark 
that the laru'e collection of interesting relics 
accompanying those ren'.aiun, formed by the 
lute Henry Cluisiy, ond treated of in thu 
»aluab!e work referred to. has been pre- 
sented lo the British Museum, where it is de- 
posited iu a room specially prtpated for iis 
reception. In conjunction with the human 
remaini these relies qervc to show thnt 
Ancient Gaul, at no questionably remote 
peiiod in Ite world's unwritten history, was 
peopled by a race differing in no mateii'il 
reepeot , whetior in lorm or habits, from lbs 
normal savage of the present ilav,

It turns out that 
Reiffensteinj'the defaulting Clerk in tho 
'Receiver- Generals office did escape from 
jail, but by constitutional mouns, bail 
having; been acoepted in tho sum of 
$20,000. It id tho opinion of some that 
ho will novor present himaolf for trial^ 
Tho Citizons' Ball given to Sir John and 
Ludy Young, at Quebec, was a brillinut 
hucccss. It is described as altogether 
iho most finished iu;d elaborate- en.ter- 
tainmont of tho kind ever witnessed in 
tho "ancient city'' not even excepting 
ibnt given to Liia Royal Highness tho 
.Prioco of Wales. Tho company num« 
bered over 1000 and comprised many no» 
tubi'ities, amongst them Sir Prancis 
Uinekn. Sir George E Oartier left Ottawa 
on the 2ord iuorder tojoiu the Governor- 
General at Quebec, and accompany 
him in hiH intendod tour through tbo 
JJuritlmo Provinces. The lion. A. T. 
Gait had been created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of St Alichuol nnd 
St. Goorge. Referring to tho offer of 
tho North-Wost Governorship to the 
Hon. Wm. McDorjgall, tho Hamilton 
Spectator says: "At present Mr. McDoti" 
gall is undecided whether or not, to 
accept the offer. Tho claims of family 
take prccedopco oven ot the demands of 
country.
